Frank Murphy will be appointed to 
the Supreme Court and Solicitor- 
General Robert H. Jackson will suc- 
ceed him as Attorney-General, it 
was learned today on high author- 
ity.

Wind to Dispel It. 


The first smoke pall of the new 


year settled over the city today, 


causing St. Louisans to cough on 
the way to work after a two-day 
breather of cold, clear and sun- 
shiny weather. 

It was the twenty-second time 
ia the last 65 days on which the 
United States Weather Bureau list- 


ed the smoke as “thick,” thus 
keeping up the winter’s average of 
one smoky day out of every three. 

Heavy smoke was evident in the 
outlying residential districts early 
in the morning and the atmosphere 
didn’t become dense downtown un- 
til later. The Weather Bureau, of- 
ficially recorded the beginning of 
the thickness at 7:40 a. m. 

As usual, the absence of a suffi- 
cient wind kept the atmosphere 
form clearing up. The 17-mile-per- 
hour wind which made Monday and 
Tuesday crisp and clean days had 
died down. 

A small amount of smoke was re- 
ported at the Weather Bureau sta- 
tion at the Municipal Airport. The 
ceiling, however, was 9000 feet and 
the visibility about four milese 
Both the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety and the St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation gave pledges yesterday that 
they would aid in helping to rid 
the city of its persistent smoke evil.

Many of the work- 
ers in the building had gone to 
lunch. -Others there heard the ex- 
plosion, but persons in the office 
section said they did not hear it.

Caldwell, operator of a powder 
machine on the top floor of No. 4, 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
the hospital: “There were only 
there or four others still on the 
floor with me.

The Instruction Committee, at a

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—A _ rec- 
ommendation that Congress create 
an additional United States District 
Court judgeship in the Dastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri and add two mem- 
bers to the Eighth Circuit Court of 
Appeals, which embraces Missouri, 
was made today by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Frank Murphy in his annual 
report to the Senate and House. 
Bills to provide all these posi- 
tions are now pending in Congress, 
having been introduced at the last 
session by Congressman John J. 
Cochran of St. Louis. The bill to 
add the district judgeship was 
passed by the Senate but was 
blocked by the House in the ad- 
journment rush. 

The Judicial Conference, which 
is headed by Chief Justice Charles 
E. Hughes, has recommended the 
creation of the new judgeships 
along with others throughout the 
country. 

The Eastern District of Missouri 
now has two Judges, Charles B. 
Davis and George H. Moore, and 
has the part-time sérvices of Judge 
John Caskie Collet, who was ap- 
pointed two years ago to serve the 
State at large. Judge Collet han- 
dles two out of every 10 cases, those 
with numbers ending in zero and 5. 
Judge Davis takes all the other odd- 
numbered cases and Judge Moore 
the even-numbered cases. 

The Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals takes in seven statés, Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Minneosta, North Dakota and 
South Dakota. It meets for regular 
terms in St. Louis, St. Paul, Oma- 
ha and Kansas City. Formerly it 
held its longest term in St. Louis, 
bit in late years the Judges have 
met more frequently in Kansas City 
to avoid St. Louis’ winter smoke 
palls. 

Presiding Judge Kimbrough 
Stone of Kansas City has been 
campaigning gor some time for the 
creation of the two additional 
judgeships, pointing out that the 
large amount of additional work 
thrown on the court by New Deal 
legislation has forced the members 
to do much over time labor to keep 
abreast of the docket. Other mem- 
bérs of the appellate court are John

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (AP). 


HE tert of President Roosevelt's annual message to Congress 


follows: 

As the Congress reassembles, the 
impact of wars abroad makes it 
natural to approach “the state of 
the Union” through a discussion 
of foreign affairs. 


But it is important that those 
who hear and read this message 
should in no way confuse that ap- 
proach with any thought that our 
Government is abandoning, or even 
overlooking, the great significance 
of its domestic policies. 

The social and economic forces 
which have been mismanaged 
abroad until they have resulted in 
revolution, dictatorship and war 
are the same as those which we 
here are struggling to adjust peace- 
fully at home. 


You are well aware that dicta- 
torships—and the philosophy of 
force which justifies and accom- 
panies dictatorships—have origi- 
nated in almost every case in the 
necessity for drastic action to im- 
prove internal conditions where 
democratic action for one reason 
or another has failed to respond 
to modern needs and modern de- 
mands. 

It was with far-sighted wisdom 
that the framers of the Constitu- 


out and which the whole world 
acknowledges. 

The first is that never before has 
the Government the United 
States done so much as in our re- 
cent past to establish and maintain 
the policy of the good neighbor with 
its sister nations. 

The second is that in almost ev- 
ery nation in the world today there 
is a true public belief that the 
United States has been, and will 
continue to be, a potent and ac- 
tive factor in seeking the re-estab- 
lishment of peace. 

In these recent years we have 
had a clean record of. peace and 
good will. It is an open book that 
cannot be twisted or defamed. It 
is a record that must be continued 
and enlarged. 

So I hope that Americans every- 
where will work out for themselves 
the several alternatives which lie 
before world civilization, which nec- 
essarily includes our own. 

Must Weigh Consequences. 

We must look ahead and see the 
possibilities for our children if the 
rest of the world comes to be dom- 
inated by concentrated force alone 
—even though today we are a very 
great and a very powerful nation. 

We must look ahead and see the 


tion brought together in one mag- 
nificent phrase three great con- 
cepts—“common defense,” “general 
welfare” and “domestic tranquil- 
ity.” 

More than a century and a half 
later we still believe with them 
that our best defense is the pro- 
motion of our general welfare and 
domestic tranquility. 

Events Abroad Affect All. 


In previous messages to the Con- 
gress I have repeatedly warned 
that, whether we like it or not, the 
daily lives of American citizens 
will, of necessity, feel the shock 
of events on other continents. This 
is no longer mere theory, for it has 


been definitely proved by the facts | 


of yesterday and today. 

To say that the domestic well- 
being of 130,000,000 Americans is 
deeply affected by the well-being 
or the ill-being of the populations 
of other nations is only to recog- 


nize in world affairs the truth we 


all accept in home affairs. 

If in any local unit—a city, coun- 
ty, state or region—low standards 
of living are permitted to continue, 
the level of the civilization of the 
entire nation will be pulled down- 
ward. 

The identical principle extends to 
the rest of a civilized world. But 
there are those who wishfully in- 
sist, in innocence or ignorance or 
both, that the United States of 
America as a self-contained unit 
can live happily and prosperously, 
its future secure, inside a high wall 
of isolation while, outside, the rest 
of civilization and the commerce 
and culture of mankind are shat- 
tered. 

U. S. Can Work for Peace. 


I can understand the feelings of 
those who warn the nation that 
they will never again consent to 
the sending of American youth to 
fight on the soil of Europe. But, as 
I remember, nobody has asked 
them to consent—for nobody ex- 
pects such an undertaking. 


The overwhelming majorit; of 


_our fellow citizens do not abandon 


in the slightest their hope and ex- 
pectation that the United States 
will not become involved in mili- 
tary participation in the war. 

I can also understand the wish- 
fulness of those who oversimplify 
the whole situation by repeating 
that all we have to do is to mind 
our own business and keep the na- 
tion out of war. But there is a 
vast difference between keeping 
out of war and pretending that 
this war is none of our business. 

We do not have to go to war 
with other nations, but at least we 
can strive with other nations to 
encourage the kind of peace that 
will lighten the troubles of the 
world, and by so doing help our 
own nation as well. 

I ask that all of us everywhere 
think things through with the sin- 
gle aim of how best to serve the 
future of our own nation. I do not 
mean merely its future relation- 
ship with the outside world. I 
méan its domestic future as well 
—the work, the security, the pros- 
perity, the happiness, the life of all 
the boys and girls of the United 
States, as they are inevitably affect- 
ed by such world relationships. For 
it becomes clearer and clearer that 
the future world will be a shabby 


effect on our own future if all the 
jsmall nations throughout the world 
have their independence snatched 
from them or become mere append- 
ages to relatively vast and power- 
‘ful military systems. 


We must look ahead and see the 
kind of lives our children would 
have to lead if a large part of the 
rest of the world were compelled 
‘to worship the god imposed by a 
| military ruler, or were forbidden 
to worship God at all; if the rest 
of the world were forbidden to read 
and hear the facts—the daily news 
of their own and other nations— 
if they were deprived of the truth 
which makes men free. 

We must look ahead and see the 
effect on our future generations if 
world trade is controlled by any 
nation or group of nations which 
sets up that control through mili- 
tary force. 

It is, of course, true that the 
record of past centuries includes 
destruction of small nations, en- 
slavement of peoples and building 
of empires on the foundation of 
force. But wholly apart from the 
greater international morality 
which we seek today, we recog- 
nize the practical fact that with 
modern weapons and modern condi- 
tions, modern man can no longer 
live a civilized life if we are to 
go back to the practice of wars and 
conquests of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. 


Summing up this need of looking 
ahead, and in words of common 
sense and good American citizen- 
ship, I hope that we will have few- 
er American ostriches in our midst. 
It is not good for the ultimate 
health of ostriches to bury their 
heads in the sand. Only an ostrich 
would look upon these wars 
through the eyes of cynicism or 
ridicule. 

Of course, the peoples of other 
nations have the right to choose 
their own form of government. 
But we in this nation still believe 
that such choice should be predi- 
cated on certain freedoms which 
we think are essential everywhere. 
We know that we ourselves will 
never be wholly safe at home un- 
less other governments recognize 
such freedoms. 

Hemisphere Unity. 

Twenty-one American republics, 
expressing the will of 250,000,000 
people to preserve peace and free- 
dom in this hemisphere, are display- 
ing a unanimity of ideals and prac- 
tical relationships which gives hope 
that what is being done here can 
be done on other continents. We 
in all the Americas are coming to 
the realization that we can retain 
our respective nationalities with- 
out, at the same time, threatening 
the national existence of our neigh- 
bors. 

Such truly friendly relationships 
for example, permit us to follow 
our own domestic policies with ref- 
erence to our agricultural products, 
while at the same time we have the 
privilege of trying to work out mu- 
tual assistance arrangements for a 
world distribution of world agri- 
cultural surpluses.

legislative powers have been trans- 
ferred from the Congress to the 
executive branch of the Govern- 
ment. Everybody recognizes that 
general tariff legislation is a con- 
gressional function, but we know 
that, because of the stupendous 
task involved in the fashioning and 
passing of a general law, it is ad- 
visable to provide at times of 
emergency some flexibility to make 
the general law adjustable to quick- 
ly changing conditions. 

We are in such a time today. 
Our present trade agreement meth- 
od provides a temporary flexibility 
and is, therefore, practical in the 
best sense. It should be kept alive 
to serve our trade interests—agri- 
cultural and industrial—in many 
valuable ways during the existing 
wars. 

But what is more important, the 
trade agreements should be ex- 
tended as an indispensable part of 
the foundation of any stable and 
durable peace. 

The old conditions of world trade 
made for no enduring peace; and 
when the time comes, the United 
States must use its influence to 
open up the trade channels of the 
world in order that no nation need 
feel compelled in later days to seek 
by force of arms what it can well 
gain by peaceful conference. For 
this purpose we need the trade 
agreements act even more than 
when it was passed. 

I emphasize the leadership which 
this nation can take when the time 
comes for a renewal of world 
peace. Such an influence will be 
greatly weakened if this Govern- 
ment becomes a dog in the manger 
of trade selfishness. 

The first President of the United 
States warned us against entan- 
gling foreign alliances. The pres- 
ent President of the United States 
subscribes to and follows that pre- 
cept. 3 
But trade co-operation with the 
rest of the world does not violate 
that precept in any way. 

Must Be Ready for Defense. 

Even as through these trade 
agreements we prepare to co-oper- 
ate in a world that wants peace, we 
must likewise be prepared to take 
care of ourselves if the world can- 
not attain peace. 

For several years past we have 
been compelled to’strengthen our 
own national defense. That has 
created a very large portion of our 
Treasury deficits. This year in the 
light of continuing world uncer- 
tainty, I am asking the Congress 
for army and navy increases which 
are based not on panic but on com- 
mon sense, They are not as great 
un enthusiastic alarmists seek. 
They are not as small as unrealistic 
persons claiming superior private 
information would demand, 

As will appear in the annual 
budget tomorrow, the only import- 
ant increase in any part of the 
budget ia the estimate for national 
defense. Practically all other im- 
portant items show a reduction. 


Therefore, in the hope that wé can 
continue in these days of increas- 
ing economic prosperity to reduce 
the Federal deficit, I am asking the 
Congress to levy sufficient addi- 
tional taxes to meet the emergency 
spending for national defense. 


Behind the army and navy, of 


course, lies our ultimate line of de- 
fense—“the general welfare” of our 
people. We cannot report, despite 
all the progress we have made in 
our domestic problems—despite the 
fact that production is back to 1929 
levels—that all our problems are 
solved. The fact of unemployment 
of millions of men and women re- 
mains a symptom of a number of 
difficulties in our economic system 
not yet adjusted. 

While the number of the unem- 
ployed has decreased, while their 
immediate needs for food and cloth- 
ing—as far as the Federal Govern- 
ment is concerned—have been large- 
ly met, while their morale has been 
kept alive by giving them useful 
public work, we have not yet found 
a way to employ the surplus of our 
labor which the efficiency of our 
industrial processes has created. 

Seeks Solution in Jobs, 

We refuse the European solu- 
tion of using the unemployed to 
build up excessive armaments 
which eventually result in dictator- 
ships. We encourage an American 
way—through an increase of na- 
tional income which is the only way 
we can be sure will take up the 
slack. Much progress has been 
made; much remains to be done. 

We recognize that we must find 
an answer in terms of work and 
opportunity. 

The unemployment problem today 
has become very definitely a prob- 
lem of youth as well as of age. 
As each year has gone by hundreds 
of thousands of boys and girls have 
come of working age. They now 
form an army of unused youth. 


They must be an especial concern I

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PRESIDENT TALKS 


Message, Neutral in Tone, 
Draws Little Applause — 
Tension of Extraordinary

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—A packed 
House chamber that contained most 
of the candidates who will contest 
for the highest office in the coun- 
try in this political year today 
heard President Roosevelt read a 
message on the state of the Union 
so neutral in tone that it stirred 
comparatively little applause. 

With one outstanding exception, 
virtually all leading Democratic 
and Republican contenders ‘were 
part of the President's audience to- 
day. 

Solemn-faced Secretary of State 
Hull, who has been the subject of 
recent inspired White House re- 
ports naming him as the President’s 
choice of the moment to be his 
successor, occupied a place in the 
Cabinet row immediately facing the 
speaker’s rostrum. Nearby sat 
Postmaster-General Farley, who 
may very well make the all impor- 
tant. decision in the Democratic 
party. 

Garner Sits Behind Roosevelt. 

Directly behind the President sat 
Vice-President Garner. It was the 
first time these two have been seen 
together in public since the Vice- 
President’s announcement that he 
would be a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. 

Seated on the floor of the House 
were leading Republican contend- 
ers, Senator Taft of Ohio and Sen- 
ator Vandenberg of Michigan and 
Minority Leader Joe Martin of 
Massachusetts whose name has re- 
cently been promimently mentioned 
in connection with the Republican 
nomination. The important excep- 
tion was District Attorney Dewey 
of New York who has never had 
a place in the Washington scene. 

President Roosevelt gave candi- 
dates and potential candidates 
scant political grist for the 1940 
mill, avoiding almost all contro- 
versial issues. 

The tension and excitement that 
preceded the President’s appear- 
ance before the special session of 
Congress to pass on the arms em- 
bargo was entirely lacking today. 
Both the floor and the galleries 
were slow in filling and there was 


In the privileged gallery there 
was an unusually large quota of 
Roosevelts, including the Presi- 
dent’s mother, his wife and two of 
his grandchildren, Curtis and Elea- 
nor Dall, son and daughter of Mrs. 
Anna Roosevelt Dall Boettiger. Sev- 
eral Cabinet wives were in the same 
gallery, including Mrs. Henry A. 
Wallace, wife of the Secretary of 
Agriculture, and Mrs. Henry Mor- 
genthau, wife of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. 

Another spectator in the priv- 
ileged gallery was former Secretary 
of Commerce and former Minister 
to Canada Daniel C. Roper. 

At five minutes before two both 
House and Senate were settled in 
their places to hear the President's 
address. Shortly afterward mem- 
bers of the cabinet took their seats. 
Secretary of the Navy Charles Edi- 
son had a place in the Cabinet row 
as a full-fledged member of the 
President’s official family for the 
first time. The only absentee was 
Secretary of Commerce Hopkins 
whose continued illness has kept 
him out of his office for many 
months. 

An exceptionally large number of 
diplomats had turned out to hear 
a speech which treated foreign af- 
fairs with almost the same caution 
as he devoted to domestic issues. 
The Ambassadors of Great Britain, 
Poland and France were present 
as was the Minister of Finland.

Pictures Grim Future. 

Looking ahead to the 1940’s, the 
President painted a grim picture 
of what would happen to a world 
dominated by concentrated force 
alone, with small nations becoming 
mere appendages to relatively vast 
and powerful military systems.

G note as the third session of the 

Seventy-sixth Congress gets un-

With a presidential campaign just 
ahead, it will be a noisy, breast- 
beating session, but not an especial- 
ly memorable one. 

It will not be a war session. 

The President will get about what 
he wants in the way of national de- 
fense funds, and without much 
trouble. 

Having the campaign in mind, 
the President will propose no social- 
reform legislation calculated to 
open up old sores among the Demo- 
crats. The practical politician in 
him is now in the ascendant above 
the crusading reformer and e 
stubborn Dutchman.

There will be much sounding-off 
for and against a third term, but 
nothing that is said in or out of 
Congress will smoke Mr. Roosevelt 
out. He won’t make his position 
clear till he is good and ready, and 
nobody—probabi: not even Mr. 
Roosevelt—knows when that will 
be. 
The Hull trade policy will be rat- 
ified, through continuance of the 
Trade Agreements Act beyond its 
June expiration date, and the Sec- 
retary of State will grow in political 
stature. 

The McNutt boom will continue 
to fade.

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AMERICA’S PROTEST TO BRITAIN.

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MORE DELAY IN THE DICKMANN COMPANY CASE. 

In a discussion of the new assignments of Judges 
in Circuit Court, we called attention yesterday to 
the fact that Judge Padberg had inherited the Dick- 
mann straw-deals.case involving real estate of the 
closed Kirkwood Trust Co. from Judge Oakley, un- 
der whose rulings the case had been heading straight 
for trial. Before the day was over, the first delay un- 
der the new Judge had become a part of the record. 

There may or may not be merit to the conten- 
tion of the Dickmann company’s counsel, name- 
ly, that the State’s attempt to recover profits for 
the bank depositors is an action in damages and 80 
should be tried in a law division before a jury 
instead of in an equity division. 

This may well be a nice legal point, which should 
be resolved beyond any doubt, Yet with the point 
undecided, counsel for the Dickmann company an- 
nounced they were ready for trial last month, modi- 
fied though the announcement was with the sug- 
gestion that the case be laid over until after the 
holidays. Why did the company announce ready 
on Dec. 18 and then, on the last day of the court 
term, file a motion for removal from equity to a 
jury division? 

Indefinite delay now becomes a possibility. In 
the first place, Judge Padberg has taken the case 
undér advisement and has allowed two weeks for the 
company and the State to file briefs. After the 
briefs are filed, the time of the Court's ruling is in 
the Judge's hands. In the event that Judge Pad- 
berg sustains the company’s motion, the case wil! 
be returned to Judge Joynt, presiding in the assign- 
ment division, in whose court it will need to start 
all over again. That is, instead of enjoying its 
present preferred status, the case will have to take 
its turn, going to the bottom of the list. 

It is nearly a year and a halt since the Dick- 
mann company was exposed in its straw-deal sales 
of closed-bank real estate. It is more than a year 
since the State—and that means the people of Mis- 
souri—instituted suit to force repayment of im- 
proper profits.

This merely declared the law as it was 
before. The second is that employers may 
not interfere in the organization of the men.

The third is that the employer cannot con- 


T. Wagner Act itself was not revolu- 


trol the organization of the men once it is 


established. This too is a development of 
the first. For there is no true bargaining 
if the employer speaks out of one side of 
his mouth for himself and out of the other 
side for the men. The fourth principle is 
that the employer must bargain collectively 
if the employes so request. This was new; 
but if we accept the desirability of collec- 
tive bargaining there is little in it to which 


we may object.

While the various critics of the board 
launch their offensives from opposite points 
of view, their attacks have this in common, 
that they are rather more upon the admin- 
istration of the act than upon the terms of 
the act itself. That the board is consciously 
biased against the employing class in an 
accusation which the objective evidence 
does not support. It is not fair to the board 
to draw conclusions solely upon the basis of 
the final orders it has made. Of the charges 
of unfair labor practice that have been 
filed, fewer than one in 10 ever go to a 
hearing, let alone to a decision. 

The overwhelming r:ajority are settled 
somewhere along the way. It is the policy 
of the board that no such charge is even 
formally heard unless the board representa- 
tives are convinced that the dispute cannot 
be settled. 

If you have the patience to read page 
after page of the actual opinions, you must 
believe that what the Board has tried to 
do is to enforce the law as it is written. 
But every now and then you come upon one 
which raises you clear out of your chair 
in wonder that reasonable men can do such 
things. . 

The board organization, in an excess of 
zeal to enforce the act against all comers, 
has extended the terms of the statute be- 
yond its true intent, and in the enforcement 
of it has cut corners which establish dis- 
quieting precedents. 

I have said that the board is trying to 
be fair. Yet if this is wrong, I know of no 
way to legislate fairness into a tribunal 
where it does not otherwise exist. There 
does not appear to be any ready device 


of statutory amendment to reverse their ten- 


dencies. Probably our best remedy is by 
vigorous criticism, If we fail, then we must 
get a new board. Most of the amend- 


ments proposed in Congress are utterly use- 


less to accomplish these purposes. 

While the Wagner Act denounces unfair 
labor practices by employers, nothing is said 
about the unions. Altogether too frequent- 
ly, the board has taken the position that no 


wrongs which the union may commit will 
disentitle it to the protection of the law.

of union leaders who regard the use of the 
“goon squad” as legitimate strategy. 80, 
many have suggested that the Labor Board 
be given power to restrain coercion, vio- 
lence, and intimidation on the union side. 
But this additional work would involve the 
board in so much constabulary duty that the 
whole machinery would bog down through 
sheer bewildering unworkability. 

We might adopt an amendment provid- 
ing that any union guilty of violence or in- 
timidation would be ineligible for certifica- 
tion, and no employer should be found guilty 
of a violation of the act in refusing to bar- 
gain collectively with a union which makes 


a habit of these practices. 
. * * * 


An amendment still more mild in its effect 
would provide that the board may protect 
the unions which it certifies from interfer- 
ence from that source. It is now the law 
that, when a union is certified as the collec- 
tive bargaining agent, if the employer re- 
fuses to recognize the certificate, he is guilty 
of a violation of the law; but if a rival union 
interferes by establishing a picket line, that 
is all right. : 

Other proposals have been made to amend 
the act to set up a substantive control over 
union affairs. These include compulsory in- 
corporation of unions, restraint of the use 
of union funds in public elections, publicity 
of financial reports, and specific require- 
ments for the conduct of union elections and 
the taking of strike votes. It is inescapable 
that over the next 15 years the unions will 
undergo a process of public regulation simi- 
lar to that through which corporations were 
progressively subjected at about the turn of 
the century. This will call upon all of us 
to examine carefully into fundamental con- 
siderations of labor organization and the 
device of collective bargaining. These ques- 
tions are too important to be disposed of 
by any ancillary amendments to the Wag- 
ner Act. It is high time to give thought to 
some of the ultimate problems of this rela- 
tively new relationship. Do we need a whole 
new set of labor courts? It would seem so, 

Thus far the public debate on the Wagner 
Act has done little but lay over the whole 
subject a fog of fury and malice and mis- 
trust, But in the present state of the nation, 
after four years of the act, I see no special 
cause for alarm. 

The work of the Labor Board has been 
carried on in the face of bitter and unre- 


| Motives of Italian Policy 


Books in the News 


NE of the world’s major mysteries just 
now is: Which side will Italy choose in 
the European war? Or will the present 
uneasy state of neutrality be maintained? 
Background material useful for study of 
this mystery is found in “Italy’s Foreign and 
Colonial Policy: 1914-17” (Oxford University 
Press, New York), by Maxwell H. H. Macart- 
ney and Paul Cremona, two men with long 
experience as press correspondents in Rome. 
Although they wrote before the outbreak of 
the new war, and do not include in their 
survey numerous events of great importance 
to Italy, such as the end of the Spanish civil 
war, the Austrian Anschluss and the destruc- 
tion of Czecho-Slovakia, much of their ma- 
terial still has significant bearing on present 


events.

The 1919 peace conference saw Italy frus- 
trated by the Allied Powers and especially 
by Wilson. Wilson denied the validity of the 
Treaty of London, ihe secret pact promising 
material gains to Italy. The German colonies 
were parceled out without considering Italian 
interests, and the creation of Yugoslavia was 
a severe blow to Italian ambitions in the 
Balkans. The writers next discuss Italy's 
relations with Albania and Yugoslavia, show- 
ing the increasing Italian influence in Al 
banian affairs, which culminated in seizure 
of the country last March. 

The French have caused Mussolini con- 
tinual worry ever since the World War. Dif- 
ferences arose over the status of Italians in 
Tunisia and the colonies which, according to 
the 1915 treaty, France owes Italy. On the 
other hand, Ang‘o-Italian amity, was, until 
the Abyssinian adventure, a tradition fos- 
tered by sentiment, culture and harmonious 
political interests. Only when Britain awoke 
to find the Ethiopian conquest a reality did 
she begin seriously to rearm. Control of 
the Mediterranean has become the bone of 
contention. Is it to be the Italian “Mare 
Nostrum“ or the British life-line to India? 


In the 1920s, German-Italian relations were 
most cordial. The two points of friction 
have been the German minority in Upper 
Adige and the question of Anschluss. The 
abortive “putsch” by the Nazis in 1934 dis- 
rupted relations, but the forging of the 
Rome-Berlin axis in 1936 crowned Italian- 
German friendship. 

The closing pages deal with disarmament, 
Italian colonial expansion and the <ounding 
of the African Empire. The will to power 
is a dynamic force in Fascist ideology, the 
writers conclude, and on this principle will 
be based the future Italian policy. G. B. C.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.— A 
conference on means of resettling 
homeless sharecroppers in South- 
east Missouri on unused land in 
that section of the State will be 


held in St. Louis Friday afternoon 
at 2:30 o'clock by Gov.

Stark, Bishop William Scarlett of 
St. Louis, and representatives of 
the Federal Farm Security Admin- 
istration, the WPA, Southeast Mis- 
gsouri landowners and the share- 
croppers, Gov. Stark announced to- 
day. : 

The conference will be at the 
Park Plaza Hotel, Stark said. 

Last week he sent a telegram to 
the Federal Farm Security Admin- 
istration in Washington, asking it 
to co-operate in solution of the 
problem of caring for homeless 
sharecroppers and to send a repre- 
sentative te conferences on the 
matter. This request was-sent to 
the FSA after a conference here 
between Stark and several persans 
interested in the sharecroppers’ 
probiems, at the request of Bishop 
Scarlett.

The radio networks and indepen- 
dent broadcasting stations appropri- 
ate millions every year for free 
(unsponsored) programs for Ameri- 
can radio audiences. 3 

These programs, as every listener 
knows, consist of every variety of 
music, of dramatic skits, of edu- 
cational broadcasts, of news, etc. 
The Federation of Musicians, how- 
ever, decides how much of the total 
budget should be spent for musi- 
ciaris. (Whether it is spent for 
actual music does not concern 
them). . 

A year ago they made the same 
demand—a millidn and à half more 
for ‘musicians. © The broadcasters: 
acquiesced. 80 this year the broad- 
casters will be shaken down for An- 
other million and a half. 

The question of whether they 
need more musicians, whether 
there is time on the air to accom- 
modate more musicians without dis- 
rupting a planned and various pro- 
gram is no concern of Mr. Petril- 
jo’s union. 

He wants a million and a half 
more dollars this year from radio; 
maybe he will compromise on a 
little less; but, if not—well, he and 
his fellows can call out the musi- 
cians, and it will be just too bad 
for radio. 


The Assistant Attorney-General 
Thurman Arnold, who made a sen- 
sation some weeks ago when be an- 
nounced his intention to prosecute 
unions under the anti-trust laws, 
is fafrly helpless as far as the Fed- 
eration of Musicians is concerned, 
for the Federal Government cannot 
act except in cases involving inter- 
state commerce. 

Perhaps in this connection, how- 
ever, he can act. For broadcasting 
is certainly in interstate commerce, 
and the Federation of Musicians 
certainly makes the demands which 
Mr. Arnold held, in November, vio- 
late the law. It exercises “unreason- 
able restraints to compel the hiring 
of useless and unnecessary labor” 
and it “acts as a private police force 
to perpetuate unnecessarily costly 
and uneconomic practices.” 

And it is now acting as a private 
police force to censor what may or 
may not be said in the theater. 
Perhaps Mr. Petrillo will rule next 
that the radio may not mention 
John L. Lewis’ name. That will be 
pleasant for the news broadcasters. 

Or perhaps tomorraw he will de- 
cide that he does not personally like 
the music of Tschaikowsky or Men- 
delssohn or Beethoven. And then, 
presumably, we shall hear no more 
such music—because the Federation 
of Musicians is an absolutely closed 
shop; nobody in this country can 
play any musical instrument in 
public or conduct any orchestra 
except on its terms, 

The broadcasters are scared to 
death of them. I seriously doubt 
whether it would be possible for 
any radio commentator to tell the 
American public the contents of 
this column on the air over any sta- 
tion. 

The Musicians Union and the 
Stage Hands Union have already 
contributed more than any one 
single factor to ruin the American 
theater, from an economic stand- 
point, 

And now Mr. Petrillo gets a 
hearty laugh from the faet that 
three Chicago theaters have been 
forced to change the contents of 
their plays.

WRITES “ON THE RECORD” 


Damrosch conceived the idea of get- 
ting together a great orchestra out 
of the high school bands, training 
it himself, without pay, and giving 
the American people a chance to 
hear, over a nationwide network, 
something of the art of American 
children. It happens that this 
country is full of musical talent 
and some of the high school orches- 
tras are remarkable. 

Mr. Damrosch was willing to give 
his time; a radio network was will- 
ing to give free time. But the proj- 
ect could not be undertaken be- 
cause the Musicians’ Union insisted 
that for every child playing, as an 
amateur, in a single performance, 
undertaken in behalf of musical ap- 
preciation and musical art, a mem- 
ber of the union must be employed 
to sit by and do nothing. 

The cost was, therefore, prohibi- 

tive. It did not help the profes- 

sional musicians any, because the 

project was simply dropped. They 

neither played nor sat by. They 

closed the show. 
* 


They break up traveling orches- 
tras continually by insisting that in 
each new town four or five local 
musicians be, added to the band. 
Since these local squeakers, stuck 
into an existing ensemble, simpl; 
ruin the music, they are not put 
in: they sit by and are paid for 
smoking cigarettes. td 

The result is that numerous the- 
aters have been closed to road 
shows, and, indeed, numerous pro- 
vincial theaters have closed alto- 
gether, because the demands of the 
musicians and the stage hands 
make it utterly impossible to make 
a dollar even with a hit! 

A musical show of the provincial 
variety, which could be managed 
by a single stage hand to pull the 
curtain—such a show as the hill- 
billy barn dance variety, without 
scenery or props—will have to pay 
several hundred dollars a week for 
stage hands’, and even if the whole 
show is musical will have to add 10 
per cent to the ‘total cost for extra 
musicians to play one minute ahead 
of the show and one minute fol- 
lowing it. 

Under such extortion the shew 
has not a chance in 10 of not los- 
ing money—to say nothing of mak- 
ing any. And the result is un- 
employed stage hands and musi- 
clans, unemployed actors, unem- 
ployed authors and a public with- 
out a theater. 

Neither musicians nor stage 
hands are essential to the theater 
at all. Nothing is essential to it, 
except the writer and the actors. 
If every stage hand and every mu- 
sician in New York died tomor- 
row, New Yorkers could go to the 
theater. There would still be a 
playwright’s book and actors to 
play it. But if the books were 
burned and the actors all died, ev- 
ery theater would be dark. 

But the business delegates of two 
unessential groups of people dic- 
tate to the American theater as 
ruthlessly as the German or Rus- 
sian commissars dictate to the the- 
aters there. They dictate to their 
own members, and they decide con- 
ditions ‘for members of other 
unions. 

And if an author, a director, or 
an actor wants to exercise his pro- 
feasions under reasonable circum- 
stances, just where are his rights? 
To whom do they appeal? Just 
what does the National Labor Re- 
lations think about this 
whole business? And.what is a 


legitimate trade union, anyhow?

JS. USES NEW SYSTEM 
N REPORTING WEATHER 


Millibars Replaces Inches 
Record of Barometric 
Readings. 


Some of the 900 subscribers to 
the daily St. Louis weather . map 
published by the Weather Bureau, 
who were mystified yesterday when 
the barometric pressure for St. 
Louis was shown by the figure 
“1206,” pondered, then telephoned 
to. determine whether the New 
Year’s celebration was still going 
on there. 

They learned that all Weather 
Bureau offices in the United States 
changed «yesterday to the uniform 
system recommended by the Inter- 
national Meteorological Conference 
and had adopted the millibar as 
the standard unit of measure. Ba- 
rometers at 6:30 a. m., the time 
of the reading shown on the map, 
showed about 30.3 inches of mer- 
cury, the old standard of measure- 
ment. 

As a result of the change, W. J. 
Moxom, head of the local bureau, 
who returned to his office yester- 
day after a three-month absence 
attending air mass analysis classes 
in Washington, said that conver- 
sion tables would be ready for dis- 
tribution to the public within a 
few days. They will permit own- 
ers of barometers to translate read- 
ings of inches-as shown by their 
barometers into millibars and 
thereby check their instruments 
with official observations. Here- 
after, the basic pressure unit will 
be the dyne per square centimeter, 
one millibar equaling 1000 dynes. 
New barometers doubtless will be 
calibrated accordingly. 

Inches converted to millibars are 
approximately as follows: 28 inches, 
948 millibars; 28.5, 965; 29, 982: 29.5, 
999; 30, 1016; 30.5, 1083; 31; 1050. 
Barometric readings have been 
sent by teletype in millibars since 
last July 1, but in the interest of 
uniformity, their use in maps was 
delayed until yesterday, the first 
publication of the year, 

The necessity tor quick transmis- 
sion of accurate weather data and 
international uniformiiy was made 
necessary by the rapid advance of 
commercial aviation in recent years. 
Accordingly, the science of air mass 
analysis, greatly improving accur- 
acy of forecasts, has spread widely 
since its intensive study began 
some 15 years ago in Norway. Ra- 
diosonde, sounding of the atmos- 
phere at levels up to 20,000 feet by 
small radio sets attached to bal- 
loons, has been extended to numer- 
ous United States weather sta- 
tions, including St. Louis. 

Moxom was one of 21 weather 
bureau ¢hiefs who took the first 
course offered by the Weather Bu- 
reau of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Washington. The work 
covered in three months normally 
would require about a year. He 
will instruct other members of the 
ldcal staff. Junior Meterologists 
Arthur A. Rausch of the down- 
town bureau and George O’Daniel 
of the Lambert-St. Louis Field bu- 
reau, wil] be members of a new 
class opening at Chicago next Mon- 
day. 

Instead of the nine classifications 
of weather formerly used in reports, 
the new system has 99, each with 
its accompanying symbol for quick 
brief transmission throughout the 
United States by teletype. 

Moxom said the accuracy of fore- 
casts would be greatly increased.

RUSSIA, JAPAN: AGREE 
ON BOUNDARY BOARDS 


They Will Mark Mutual Bor- 
ders Among Mongolia, Man- 
choukuo and Russia. 


TOKYO, Jan. 3 (AP)—The Jap- 
anese Foreign Office announced to- 
day Russia had agreed on estab- 
lishment of two commissions to 
mark all mutual borders of Man- 
choukuo, Outer Mongolia and Rus- 
sia, and to prevent future disputes. 

Foreign Minister Admiral Nomu- 
ra presented the Japanese plan to 
Russian Ambassador Constantin 
Smetanin Noy. 15. Russia agreed 
last Saturday to the general out- 
line, but “with a request for some 
amendments and additions,” ac- 
cording to a Foreign Office state- 
ment. 

The proposed commissions would 
be distinct from the already consti- 
tuted commission to settle the dis- 
pute over a section of the border 
of Japanese-protected Manchoukuo 
and Outer Mongolia, basis of spo- 
radic fighting last summer.

HEN we speak of sauces, we 
W seneraity think of those 

‘piquant concoctions that em- 
bellish the flavor, of fish or make 
an economical ‘cut of meat seem 
like a treat. 

With dessert, the tendency is to 
take its sauce for granted; we go 
on serving the same sauce with a 
certain kind of dessert time after 
time. But there’s as wide a range 
of possible sauces for desserts as 
for meats; you can ring the changes 
with scarcely any effort, yet pro- 
duce a gamut of results. 


Gelantin desserts are a standard 
item of many home repertoires, but 
a dash of whipped cream or a 
spoonful of custard has become a 
standard sauce for it, too. Gelatins 
—and the same goes for frozen des- 
serts—change character if you give 
them a shuce into which you have 
broken some peanut brittle, and 
again with a sauce that contains 
shredded coconut, candied fruits or 
ginger. 

Here’s a way to make an ordi- 
nary thin pudding sauce take the 
spotlight: Add to it some currants, 
some broken nutmeats, a little 
chopped citron and half a teaspoon 
each of cinnamon and cloves. Sim- 
mer it in a double boiler for 10 min- 
utes, add a dash of lemon and va- 
nilla extracts and serve it hot over 


Coffee Caramel Sauce 


One cup granulated sugar. 

One and one-half cups hot 
strong coffee. 

Five tablespoons cornstarch. . 

Pinch salt, 

Two tablespoons butter, 


Melt sugar slowly in heavy pan 
over slow fire. Add coffee and 
cook until sugar is again dissolved. 
Add cornstarch, blended with small 
amount of water. Cook until mix- 
ture thickens. (About five min- 
utes.)

grated lemon rind. This sauce is 
equally delicious when it tops a 
custard, baked fruits or plain 
steamed puddings. 

Here is a fruity, creamy sauce 
that is delicious on gold desserts 
(frozen or gelatin): Mix one-haif 
cup each of chopped figs, dates and 
raisins, add two tablespoons flour,

FOR BAKED 3 ft OE date 
puddings try this new, topper, 
Golden Blend: Cream one-third 
cup butter until soft, mix in one and 
one-half cups confectioners’ sugar, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt and three 
tablespoons hot cream. Heat slowly 
until soft and very creamy. Adda 
well-beaten egg. Cook very slowly 
until the sauce thickens slightly. Re- 
move immediately from the heat 
and beat well. Add one-half tea- 
spoon each of lemon, vanilla and 
almond extract. Serve at once. If 
you like a wine flavor, mix in three 
tablespoons of sherry just before 
serving.

Orange Special is a sauce that 
puts baked or steamed puddings or 
pastry rolls right up into the front 
ranks of dessert supremacy.

Ballet Training for Children 


—By Patricia Lindsay 


RACTICALLY every girl, at one 
P time in her life, wishes to be a 

dancer. A dancer on the stage, 
with puffy, airy skirts like those 
of a fairy princess. One is, of 
course, thinking of ballet. For bal- 
let has inspired the colorful, en- 
trancing illustrations of our fairy 
tales, and they in turn influence 
young readers. 


Mother’s dilemma is whether she 
should indulge her ardent offspring 
in such a whim. Is ballet training 
good for a child, she wonders? Will 
it make her more of a beauty or 
does it overdevelop leg and thigh 
muscles? What advantages has it 
for insuring good health? If she 
does train, will she have an oppor- 
tunity to dance in a ballet corps? 


To get professional answers to 
these perplexing questions, I inter- 
viewed pretty, slender Florence 
Rogge, who is, directress of the 
Radio City Music Hall Corps de 
Ballet. This corps has done much 
to popularize ballet in America dur- 
ing the past seven years. 


Miss Rogge explained that the 
Music Hall Ballet is the only resi- 
dent ballet in the United States, 
and features 31 ballerinas on the 
stage in each production, There 
are, however, 10 more ballerinas in 
the ensemble who rotate in produc- 
tions, to permit each member a 
week’s vacation every third week. 
The Music Hall productions are 


strenuous and three shows every 
day demand the corps’ presence. 
Most of the girls have been with 
the ballet since it was organized.

Miss Rogge, who is a talented 
dancer herself, fecls that no child 
should begin ballet training until 
she is 9 years old. 

“At that age,” she explained, “the 
child begins to think seriously of 
what she wants to be when. she 
grows up, and she has deveioped 
enough to absorb instruction and 
to benefit by it. If she starts when 
she is younger, dancing interests 
her only as a form of play, and seri- 
ous work is postponed. Mothers 
should realize that training a child 


to be a professional ballet dancer 
is serious and difficult work. 
“Ballet training offers many ad- 
vantages to the growing girl. Its 
art depends upon perfect balance, 
and the training reaches every 
part of the body . The movement 
must be practiced every day with- 
out fail, and of course it is better 
if they are done in school at a bar. 
But a child may practice them at 
home once she has been taught 
the correct method. 
These movements 
the toes, arches, ankles, knees, 
hips, abdomen, arms and spine. 
They create a suppleness of body 
which cannot be otherwise ob- 
tained. A ballerina eventually ac- 
quires perfect control of every 
muscle and instant co-ordination. 
“It is true the leg and thigh 
muscles are firmed, ‘but they do 
not become overdeveloped if the 
girl dances correctly. A girl must, 
however, make the choice of ac- 
quiring compelling grace and poise 
and having firmed legs, or keep- 
ing abnormally slim legs and sac- 
rificing the poise and dancing!” 
Many girls take ballet training 
solely for self-improvement, which 
requires two years of instruction, 
but Miss Rogge claims that no girl

son to eat grape seeds? 

When surgeons first began to 
remove appendices in the latter 
decades of the last century, they 
used to kind on cutting them open 
that they had small stones in them 
which they sometimes took to be 
grape seeds, and which sometimes 
were grape seeds. Usually they are 
what is called “faecal concretions,” 
a formation of small stones in the 
bowel. Any normal appendix is al- 
ways filled with two or three of 
these, and they themselves have 
nothing to do with appendicitis. 
Grape seeds can be swallowed with- 
out any fear of consequences. 


COULD TAKING one teaspoonful 
of dry sulphur every night become 
harmful if taken over an extended 
period? 


It could be harmful right away 


without being taken over any ex- 
tended period of time at all. I 
can’t imagine under what circum- 
stances anyone would even think of 
taking suplhur in this way. Sul- 
phur is used in medicine (1) for 
room disinfection, (2) to rub on 
the skin to kill the itch mite, (3) in 
acne, externally, (4) as a laxative 
as part of compound licorice pow- 
der, 
old-fashioned “spring medicine,” (6) 
in certain worm infestations of the 
intestines, (7) to produce artificial 
fever, chill, etc., in paresis. Our 
knowledge of its poisonous quali- 
ties is derived from accidental ad- 
ministration and observations on 
laborers in oil districts where car- 
bon disulphide is formed. This pro- 
duces sore throat, bronchitis, deaf- 
ness and temporary blindness (am- 
blyopia).

This hand brings out a point 
which is well worth discussing. 

South’s bidding was absolutely 
correct and it was his partner who 
was guilty of a serious and typi- 
cal error. Let us take bid by bid: 

Certainly South’s opening one 
spade was correct, as was North's 
first response of two hearts. The 
two spade rebid was unexception- 
able, and North’s three club second 
response was completely logical. 
Now South had no real choice ex- 
cept to bid three spades, He had 
absolutely no support for hearts 
and not nearly enough support for 
clubs to visualize a game at that 
denomination. At this point we 
must pause to excoriate West's dou- 
ble of three spades. West had noth- 
ing resembling the five tricks to 
justify such a double. And now we 
come to the real point of the hand 
and the one that establishes « 
moral. 

North’s four diamond bid was 
frightful, judged from any and all 
angles. North should have been de- 
ligh with the double of three 
spades. True, he had a singleton, 
but it was the jack—a very big 
card on the bidding—and anyway, 
with four honor tricks on the side, 
North should have done no worry- 
ing about the spade suit. After 
South had rebid it three times, sure- 
ly he could be depended upon to 
take a substantial number of spade 
tricks, and these added to the 
tricks North could produce, would 
have to add up to nine, unless there 
was something very strange about 
the hand. Far from “running” from 
the three spade double, North 
should have leaped at the opportu- 
nity to redouble. By that time he 
should have realized that there was 
no slam in the hand—that South 
didn’t fit either hearts or clubs, and 
the best score to be expected or 
hoped for was through the redou- 
ble of three spades.
